IN NEUTRAL CAPITAL 


Coolidge Has Not Suggest­ 
ed Change In Policy 
of Meeting 


Washington, June I—A move­ 
ment has been launched here in 
unofficial circles close to the ad­ 
ministration to stage the forth­ 
coming Franco-American debt 
negotiations in london, instead 
of either in Paris or Washing­ 
ton.

I once heard on orator 
on IteeoratJon Day com pare the cost 
of the civil war to that, of other wars 
R evolutionary, Franco-Prusslan, Cri­ 
mean and it was a revelation. It cost 
more lives, more money, m ore brok­ 
en hearts than any of these. 
In the 
2,240 b attles of those bloody four years 
more liv es w ere lost than w ere in all 
America at. the close of the R evolu­ 
tionary W ar. 
W hen we look at the 
stars and stripes yonder, and rem em ­ 
ber that, w e live under its protection 
in a land of peace, let us not forget 
that, the peace w e enjoy w as purchas­ 
ed at a fearful cost. 
But as great as 
was the cost of the Civil W ar, far 
greater was the cost, of the World 
War. 
T he Civil War cost. a m illion 
men; the World War cost ten million 
men. 
The Civil W ar cost one billion 
dollars; the World W ar cost Germany 
alone forty-six billion. If w e ever have 
another world war it w ill bankrupt 
the nations. 
I do not say the only 
way to have peace is through war. but 
I do say that the history of peace 
through 
freedom show s that it has 
ever been purchased at som e kind of 
a fearful sacrifice. 
President Harding 
speaking at the burial of the 5,212 
bodies brought back from the graves 
of France, said. "There is never a 
death but som ew here a new life; nev­ 
er a sacrifice but som ew here an atone 
ment; never a service but som ehow an 
achievem ent." On this M emorial Day 
it should be burned into every heart 
that the peace we enjoy has come 
through the suprem e sacrifice of noble 
sons and daughters. 
Not only should 
it beget in every heart a spirit of ever­ 
lasting gratitude, but it should cause 
us this day to highly resolve “that 
these dead shall not have died in vain.’ 
W ith K ipling let us sing,

N inety-nin e of all our prevailing ills would quickly dis­ 


appear if there would be a constituted equal and impartial 


enforcement of all our laws, believes the Federal official, 


“ justice delayed is justice denied,” declares M r. O lson, who, 


when lie took office three years ago, had the difficult oppor­ 


tunity of bringing to trial a well known national swindler 


who was walking the streets of Chicago after havin g been 


in d icted jn 1914 for a crime be had com m itted in 1911. 
W h e n 


he took office in 1923 the prohibition a m e n d m e n t had been 


in force m ore than three years, yet the condition th at pre­ 


vailed in Chicago, because of the lack oi official en fo rce­ 


ment bv state authorities, was appalling.
